Bb. hurt ok the innocent Dubiect, and the finall deſtruction ofthe Ma- 
lefattoꝛs themſelues. Accoꝛding to which mixture of clemency 
— and good policte, Mee did in the firſt peere of Pur Kaigne p29- 
cced againſt the Greames, being the pꝛintipall and moſt violent diſturbers of the peace 
and qutet ofthe Middle Shires: Foznotwithſtanding that numbers of them by bar-

barons ſpoples, ſlaughters, and outrages were falne vnder the lwoꝛd of Our Juſtice 


to bee tapitally inflicted vpon them; pet We were plealed to extend Mertie vnto them, 
and vpon their owneſuite,and humble pꝛoſtrating of themſelues by ſubmiſſion, to re- 
moue them and tranſplante them into Our Nealme of Yreland, there to become new 
men, and to put off their wicked and deſperate courſe of life, foꝛmerly tontinued in blood 
and rapie. Foz which purpole, We did at that time publith our Boyall Pꝛoclamation 
and allo direct Our Comnuſſion foꝛ the effecting of the lame; which not without the 
great charge ot Us, and the countrey thereabouts in their ſhipping, and remouing was 
executed accoꝛdingly. But now being ginen to vnderſtand, that diuers of them are of 
late returned into the laid Middle Shires and begin to reuiuetheir old courſes of rob- 
bing, riding armed, and other haynous diloꝛders, to the great terrour of Our louing 
Subiects there inhabiting and to the manifeſt contempt of Our foꝛmer Grace and Her⸗ 
cie, and to the renewing ot foꝛmer troubles and dangers in thoſe parts, which at this 


time by Our politique and peaceable Gouernment, emoy equall benefit of peace, and le⸗ 


turitte with the reſt of Hur Counties, 


Wee doe therefoze hereby ſtraightly foꝛbid, That none of the ſaid Grean es hereafter 
doe pꝛeſume to returne into our laid Realmes of England o2 Scotland, vut of Jre- 
land, oꝛ the Cautionary Townes ofthe Low Countreps, whereunto ſome of them 
are ſent, and are ſince remoued into Jreland without the ſpeciall Licence of Our De- 
putie of Jreland foz the time. being: which Licence Wee intend to bee accoꝛding to 
ſuch directions, and with ſuch Cautions, as Wee haue already pzeſcribed vnto Our laid 
Deputie. 

And furthermoꝛe wee doe in like ſtraight manner command and oꝛdaine, That 
ifany of them ſhall be taken within thoſe Middle Shtres, within the ſpace of fourtie 
daycs alter this our Pꝛotlamation, oꝛ at any other time after ſuch limitation of ſtay,as 
may bee giuen to them in any their Licences; That foꝛth with, with all learch and di⸗ 
ligence, they bee appꝛehended, and committed to Pziſon, and further pꝛoceeded with, 
aſwell vpon any their fozmer Crimes, as vpon the tontempt of this Our Royall com- 
maundement, accoꝛding to the bttermoſt ſeueritie of Our Lawes, and atcoꝛding to 
the directions foꝛmerly giuen by Us and our Councell foꝛ the gouernement of thoſe 
parts: And that aſwell Our right truſtie and right welbeloued Coulin the Earle of 
Cumberland, nd dur right truſty and welbeloued the Zo2d V/alden, Our Eteutenants 
inthole parts; as alſo all other our Commiſſioners, Juſtices and Miniſters foꝛ the 
Middle Shires, doe take ſpectall care and oꝛder foꝛ the due and ſtrict executingofthis 
Our Pꝛoclamation: obſeruing in all other points not here mencioned their fozmer 


inſtructions.
